THE FARMERS AND THE LAND TAX. 

The members of the State Committee of the 
Farmers’ Associations of Illinois will meet at 
Bloomington to-day, to consider and report what 
action shali be taken the coming season with re- 
gard to political matters. These Associations are 
something wholly distinct from the Granges. 
The Granges are organizations of a social and 
commercial character, and are not political; the 
Farmers’ Associations.are political, and seek re- 
form at the ballot-box. The Committee meet to 
consult upon many things, including, of course, 
the expediency of calling a State Convention to 
nominate candidates, and of recommending 
Congressional and Legislative nominations in 
every District. 

We suggest to e ee 
of presenting to the consideration of the people, 
and especially of the farmers, the inequalities 
and extortions of the tax system of Illinois, and 
the justice of amending it by the entire aboli- 
tion of the landtax. A few facts will present 
the whole case to the comprehension of the 
least informed. The assessed value of real and 
personal property m the State of Illinois, as 
fixed by the State Board of Equalization, was 
81,280, 105.514. This is less than an average of 
50 per cent of the entire property, real and par-

In the whole State of Illinois the Assessors only 
found $38,000,000 of merchandise, while, in 1873, 
the sales of merchandise, wholesale and retail, 
in Chicago were pot less than a thousand mill- 
ions of dollars. 

The value of the farms and other lands of 
the State being only equal to that of the aggre- 
gate personal property, the owners of that land 
and real estate pay ten-twelfths of all the taxes 
for State, county, and town purposes. Out of 
every dollar of revenue collected they pay 8234 
cents, leaving to the railroads and the holders of 
the residue of the personal property the pay- 
ment of the other 17 cents. 

This is the result of a system which all experi- 
ence has shown to be defective, unequal, and op- 
pressive. The entire burden of taxation is 
thrown upon the land: What is true in Illinois 
is true elsewhere, and itis asserted officially that 
in New York not over 15 per cent of the personal 
property is ever assessed. Another grievance is 
the cost of collecting. The Auditor has made a 
levy for school purposes in 1873. The revenue 
to be raisedis $1,000,000. He has levied for 
ever $1,200,000, the additional 20 per cent be- 
ing the cost of collecting. The aggregate taxa- 
tion for State, county, and town purposes for 
1878 may be put down at $24,000,000, and the 
operation may be thus stated :

THE ARKANSAS OUTRAGE. 
The latest from Arkansas is that two of the 


Judges of the Supreme Court of that State, 
while on their way to Little Rock to hold a term 


of the Court before which the Gubernatorial 
question was to be discussed, were arrested by 
an armed force, by direction of Gov. Baxter, 
and removed from the train. This was done un- 
der the plea that martia! law is in force, and the 
jurisdiction of the civil courts suspended. This 
whole affair is sickening. This Supreme Court, 
two of whose Judges were counted into office by 
the same fraud by which Baxter was declared 
Governor in November, 1872, is composéd 
of Republicans, all carpet-bag adventurers, 
who have, with the other Republican politi- 
cians, tired of Baxter, and who want a more 
unprincipled man and 8 carpet-bagger like them- 
selves. This Court which,® year ago, unani- 
mously refused to hear Brooks’ claim that he 
was elected Governor, is now hastening to hold 
a term to deciare Brooks elected, and give judg- 
ment of ouster against Baxter. In the mean 
time, Baxter has summoned the Legislature to 
mest im special session, and this body, it is ex- 
pected, will assert ite exclusive prerogative of 
determining who is the Governor.

Last 
year, the Supfeme Court unanimously decided 
that the Legislature was the exclusive authority 


in a contested election for Governor, and that-

Accordingly it was announced, with s 
great flourish, that dividends would be paid. 
The stockholders not in the Ring received them. 
The members of the Ring, it ia said, gave re- 
ceipts for them without ever getting them. 
Thus a few thousand dollars sufficed to pay 
them. If this story is true, and it comes to us 
strongly indorsed, these bonds are offered for 
gale under false pretenses. If it is untrue, it 
behooves the country to take steps at once to 
compel the Central Pacific to pay interest on its 
bonds before it does on its stock.

A DAZZLING TRIAD. 

Even if the District of Columbia investigation 
should fail to reveal the sources of the corrup- 
tions known to have been practiced, as now 
seems probable, and thereby fails to satisfy the 
object tor which it was instituted, it will not 
have been held in vain, Whatever issue it may 
have, that investigation cannot be called alto- 


_gether barren or fruitless which has brought to 


the surface, one after the other, that dazzling 
triad of witnesses, each one more beautiful and 
brilliant than his predecessor,—Count Fosco, 
Kirtland, and Storrs. With many points 
of similarity, bound together by 4 
mysterious tie, and working ‘together 
with a community ot purpose, they still 
differ from each other as one star differeth from 


another in glory: First came Count Fos. 


shy, diffident, modest, and yet as confiding as a 
echool-girl. He felt that the eyes of. the world 
were upon him, and he consequently bore him- 
self proudly ; yet, with all his hauteur, there was 
mingled a kindly recognition of all who had in- 
fluence, and an impartiality in securing their 
services. Count Fosco was a student, but he 
reasoned that there must be some one in Wash- 
inggon who possessed influence; and, if he se- 
cured everybody, he would be sure to have that 


one among the number. Thus it was that the | 


magnitude of Count Fosco’s operations was 
too much for him, and, as « witness, 


he was coy and uncertaii. In order not to leak, | 


it was necessary that he should be vague and in- 
definite, and that memory should be short; and 
it was. Thus be went through his testimony, 
talking much and saying nothing,—cold, haughty, 
and somewhat austere, but always uncertain, — 
and, when he had done, Count Fosco left no 
other impression upon the minds of the Commit- 
tee than that he had been born in an eclipse.

Starting out 
with the aphorism that a man is an ass who tells 
the truth, if the truth is going to injure him, he 
acted up to this idea from first to last and met 
every allegation, every leading question, every 
scrap of documentary evidence, with point-blank 
denial, notwithstanding the fect that in the 
operation he continually crossed and recrossed 
his tracks. The grave and reverend Senators 
were snubbed and browbeaten by this audacious 
witness. They ‘were overawed and crushed 
under his brazen weight.

It was an attempt 
to reduce a salary, and, therefore, threatened 
the integrity of the whole Civil-Service system 
of the Government. No precedent of this kind 
has been permitted in Congress for fifteen years. 
Mr. Ward, as a new member, did not understand 
the usages of the House. Twelve hundred 
dollars may be sufficient compensation 
in his district for measuring pota- 


toes, but not at Washington. The seed- 
distributor is a constituent of some member of 


Congress and Senator; may have served faith- 
fully in a town ore legislative caucus ; and his 
compensation, like the compensation of all Gov- 
ernment employes, is regulated not by the value 
of his services to the public, but of his services 
to his patron, The motion provoked considera- 
dle indignation. New York, Pennsylvania, Iowa, 
Alabama, and Ohio rushed to the defense; it 
was a question of $600 a year, and of untold 
consequence asa precedent. The debate was 
elaborate and learned ; the forensic display was 
brilliant; and, after spending time that cost the 
Government $10,000, the House stamped the 
proposition to death, every member except 
twenty-seven voting against it.
